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COINS AND HISTORICAL MEDALS FROM THE COLLECTION FORMED BY THE LATE 

REVD. CHARLES CAMPBELL 



Charles Thomas Campbell (1902-83) was born in Grimsby and educated and employed locally before training for 
the ministry at Paton Congregational College in Tollerton, Nottinghamshire. While a student he frequently 
preached at the Scunthorpe Congregational Church where he was later ordained. He went on to serve as a minister 
in churches in Chesterfield, New Mills, Stockport and finally in Boston, Lincolnshire, where he retired. He married 
Kathleen Garrard in 1935 and they had one daughter Sylvia, three grandchildren and now seven great-grandsons. 
Revd. Campbell first took an interest in numismatics in the late 1930s by studying the history of religion through 
the evidence of ancient coins. On such coins, symbols represent the dominant faith or the choice of the rulers. 
Surviving paperwork points to the fact that his collection was largely formed during the 1940s, with the London 
dealer Bert Seaby the principal source. For some years Revd. Campbell researched and catalogued coins for the 
Bible Lands Society in Holborn, London. He also made small donations to the Heberden Coin Room at the 
Ashmolean Museum in Oxford, of coins from the Eastern mints at the very beginning of the 5th century AD, which 
are often scarce in western collections. 

Revd. Campbell’s numismatic interests extended beyond the ancient world and on retirement he became well 
known around Boston, giving talks to local societies about his collection. As a subscriber to Spink’s Numismatic 
Circular and Seaby’s Coin & Medal Bulletin, he kept up-to-date annotations of listings of similar pieces to those in 
his collection whenever they passed through the trade and his original envelopes with this information are sold 
with his coins and medals. He passed away in 1983 leaving this fascinating and broad-ranging collection to his 
grandchildren and the collection has been unavailable for study since that time. Alison Winder/P. J.P-M.

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Dr John Roger Hulett (1929-2017) 


J ohn Hulett was born in Birmingham on 26 August 1929, the only son of Arthur Hulett and his wife 
Hilda, nee Flint. They lived at Hall Green, moving to Shirley in 1936 and then to St Albans in 1942 
to enable his father to work at his firm’s head office. 

Educated at Shirley College and St Albans School, John was awarded an open exhibition (a type of 
scholarship) to Magdalen College, Oxford, in 1948 to read chemistry. His interest in numismatics began in 
1940 when a family friend gave him a big bag of assorted coins and he proceeded to augment his collection 
with purchases of 17th and 18th century English silver coins from a shop in Birmingham from 1940 to 1942. 

At St Albans he soon got to know the curator of the Museum, A.H. Poulton, a keen collector himself. 
John remembered seeing a stack of Cromwell crowns on his desk! Poulton encouraged him, letting John 
have a small box of duplicates at what seem now to be giveaway prices, several times a year, as well as 
putting him in contact with Seaby and Baldwin - both of whom he visited in the late 1940s. John’s initiative 
led to the formation of the St Albans (Hertfordshire) Numismatic Society, where he first met the late Alan 
Rayner. John graduated from Oxford with a B.A. in 1951 and was awarded 2nd class honours in 1952. This 
was sufficient to earn him a grant to continue at Oxford as a research student in physical chemistry which 
eventually resulted in his gaining a doctorate, and he was awarded the degrees of M.A. and D Phil in 1955. 

A significant change in John’s life occurred in the summer of 1955, when he was seconded to 
agricultural work in Dorset for two years in lieu of national service. To his surprise, he enjoyed haymaking, 
harvesting and milking cows so much that he would spend a few weeks with his farming friends each year, 
turning his hand to whatever was required. 

After his excursion into agriculture, John was fortunate to be able to return to Oxford on a three- 
year ICI research fellowship, which involved not only laboratory work but also undergraduate tutorial 
sessions. In i960 he was appointed to a full lectureship in chemical engineering at Leeds University, to 
which was soon added an associate lectureship in Physical Chemistry. This latter post he held until offered 
early retirement during the university reorganisation in 1988. By then he had also been university 
admissions tutor for Chemical Engineering for 22 years, so his time in Leeds was busy. 

Meanwhile the coin collection was growing quietly. Two local collectors’ shop owners, Bob Platt in 
Leeds and Nigel Pickering in Otley, found him coins, often on an approval basis. He also came to know a 
number of private dealers who did business by post. On a visit to London he met Michael Sharp and they 
became firm friends for many years, with Michael acting as John’s agent at the London auctions. John was 
also privileged, particularly after his retirement, to purchase coins from the rolls of Lingford material and 
boxes of Lockett auction lots which had been stored in Baldwin’s basement, to be viewed only by favoured 
clients. 

In October 1988 John became a gentleman of leisure and moved to Dorset, but it was not an idle 
retirement. His farming friends had retired, so the farm did not call for his activity. He had the time to go 
for long runs and, as the years went by, long walks. He kept fit at exercise classes and led a busy life 
preaching in some Brethren churches in Dorset and Devon. In this context he was prevailed upon to write a 
20-page theological quarterly magazine for a chapel in Sidmouth, where he preached one Sunday in every 
three. This ran for over 60 issues, with a distribution of over 160 copies per issue, until, sadly, old age, ill- 
health and decreasing numbers forced the chapel to close in 2008. 

The family heart problems (his father having succumbed to a fatal heart attack in 1964) caught up 
with him early in 2005 and he spent a week in Dorchester hospital, being sent home with a big bag of pills. 
A repeat performance later in the year meant a triple heart bypass operation and six weeks in Southampton 
and Dorchester hospitals. It worked wonders, he recovered, was very much as fit as before, keeping up his 
exercise classes and brisk walks, regularly up to six miles. 

Still the collection grew. He enjoyed his visits from collectors and members of the trade and his 
cabinets at Wool were open to all like-minded individuals, whether students carrying out their own research 
or those just wishing to spend a few hours talking coins. Occasionally if he acquired anything of significant 
interest he would burst into print with a note in Spink’s Numismatic Circular or, less frequently, Seaby’s 
Coin & Medal Bulletin. John died on 4 March 2017 at the age of 87. 

John’s collection is nothing if not vast and consists, for the most part, of English hammered silver. 
He was very ‘old school’ about condition, in that if he needed a piece he bought it, as much as his pocket 
would allow. With an average income his collection was initially more quantity than quality, but the sheer 
volume of material he collected makes it one of the largest and most interesting assemblages of our time. 
His friendship with Michael Sharp led to serious development of the Charles I element of the collection, 
both Tower and provincial, with particular emphasis on west country mints. He would have been amused to 
be the subject of a major named auction and portions of the collection will continue to be sold by DNW.

The portrait is of a similar style to that of the 1787-1799 series but the king’s neck is noticeably longer and there are some significant 
differences in the tie-ends of the wreath and the treatment of the hair. 

This is a previously undiscovered and unpublished portrait of George III on a ‘spade-reverse’ guinea and although it is almost 250 
years since the coin was struck, it is perhaps not surprising that a new variety such as this has been spotted for the first time. More 
new varieties are being discovered regularly on various coinage denominations as numismatic study progresses and enthusiasm 
becomes more intense. However the rarity of the piece must indeed be high. 

There are currently six portraits of George III to be found on the guinea series, spanning the period 1761-1813. On some, the 
variation in style and detail is small, while on others, most noticeably the 1813 ‘military’ type guinea and similar half, the differences 
are vast. 

Appraisal of the George III half-guinea series, however, shows that there are seven recognisable portraits of the king, spanning the 
period 1762-1813. It is interesting to note that the sixth half-guinea head is a somewhat less obvious variety of the fifth head than is 
the new guinea variety considered here. The addition of a new portrait on the guinea (as on this coin) would bring the number of 
portraits for each denomination into line. 

The fourth guinea portrait used from 1774-86 was sculpted by Lewis Pingo (1743-1830), as was the fifth, used from 1787-99. Much 
of the style of the new portrait under discussion is in line with that of both portraits and the engraving of the king’s hair and facial 
features is as well executed as on the currently recognised Pingo effigies of this period. It is not unreasonable to assume that Pingo, 
or an engraver working under his tutelage, produced this new effigy of the king which would appear to have received little or no

Cincinnati began as a small machine shop in the downtown area of the city of the same name in Ohio, USA, in the mid 1860s. After 
World War II it took over the Birmingham press manufacturers Horden, Mason & Edwards, who had been approached by the Royal 
Mint in the early 1960s to prepare a specialist modern coining press suitable for the quantities of UK coins needed when the country 
changed over to a decimal system; the Mint estimated that 150 additional presses alone would be needed (Cooper, p.231). HME 
designed the Coinmaster, a forged steel press with a novel rotary feed plate, which was subsequently sold to many mints the world 
over. In 1969 the parent company name changed to Cincinnati Milacron, reflecting the rapid development of plastics and injection 
moulding in the company’s markets; the name was changed again to Milacron Inc in 1998

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Robert Anthony Merson (1950-2016) 

T ony Merson, born on 22 May 1950, 
grew up in Mytchett, Surrey, with his 
parents and younger sister, Wendy, 
where they attended Ash Vale County Primary 
School. Tony was educated at Farnham 
Grammar School from 1961 to 1968, the family 
moving to Farnham in 1967. He learnt the 
French horn and was a member of the Farnham 
Area Youth Orchestra, under Alan Fluck. He 
studied French, Latin, History, Ancient History 
and Greek, being awarded both the French and 
Latin prizes in 1968. Tony gradually became 
more quiet and studious, having just a few close 
friends, and spent a lot of time reading and 
studying. He enjoyed Scout Camp and took part 
in the Gang Shows! 

When he left school he joined a 
local accountancy firm, Milne and Eldridge, in 
West Street, Farnham, where he passed his 
chartered accountancy exams. He stayed with 
the firm until he retired in 2010. During his 20s 
he continued living at home, not moving into his 
own flat until the age of 35. 

Tony’s first love was numismatics, 
nurtured while barely a teenager. He joined the 
British Numismatic Society four days after his 20th birthday and the Royal Numismatic Society in January 
1973; he was made an Honorary Fellow of the latter in 1999, a distinction of which he was extremely proud. 
He had been the auditor, and latterly independent examiner, for both societies, for many years. Tony wrote 
numerous papers on tokens and coins (British and French) for publication on both sides of the Channel, 
including in the British Numismatic Journal, Numismatic Chronicle, Spink’s Numismatic Circular, Seaby’s 
Coin & Medal Bulletin and the Bulletin de la Societe franqaise de Numismatique. Although he rarely 
travelled abroad, he presented several numismatic papers in France, notably at the journees numismatiques 
held at Le Havre (1984) and at Chateaudun (1986). At the time of his death he was working up an article on 
the Le Puy hoard jointly with the late Peter Woodhead, from the papers of Jean Lafaurie. The history of 
Farnham became an obsession and he was a frequent contributor to the quarterly newsletter of the 
Farnham & District Museum Society, as well as keeping a library of back numbers of the Farnham Herald 
at his flat in the town. 

Tony enjoyed discussing his interests with acquaintances and friends, and has been called ‘kind and 
generous’, sharing his time with them, giving access to his coins, looking out items that might enhance a 
friend’s collection, whether it be stamps, postcards, coins, postal history items or books. He was always 
interested in history, particularly of the Roman and Napoleonic eras, and while still in his twenties bought 
his first piece of Napoleonic postal history, developing the theme into a considerable collection. He latterly 
taught himself Chinese in order to study antique Chinese coins, accumulating a large collection over a 
thirty-year period. His philatelic interests led him to join the Farnham and District Philatelic Society and he 
helped his dealer friend Simon Burke at the major stamp fairs in the UK in recent years, as well as enjoying 
monthly meetings at Ripley, Surrey. 

Friends have called him ‘whimsical and helpful but stubborn, tardy and sometimes short tempered,’ 
living his private life ‘as he wanted to!’ In his 40s an acquaintance was heard to say ‘Tony’s rather young to 
be an eccentric!!’ He enjoyed jokes and would readily take part in the traditional Christmas cracker pulling 
and board games, certainly being on the same wavelength as his twin nieces, Lizi and Helen. He loved them 
dearly and was pleased to have recently become a great-uncle to baby Melinda. 

Tony died suddenly, while under anaesthetic for an emergency operation, in Frimley Park Hospital 
on Christmas Eve, 2016 at the age of 66. His funeral on 3 February was attended by some 20 numismatic 
friends and acquaintances, testament to the high regard in which he was held.

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BRITISH EDUCATIONAL AWARD MEDALS FROM THE COLLECTION FORMED BY THE 

LATE T.H. WATTS 


The collection of educational award medals formed by the late T.H. Watts has acquired an aura of mystique over 
the past 50 years or so. Mr Watts, a schoolmaster himself appears to have most active in acquiring pieces in the 
1950s and early 1960s and was an occasional visitor to the London dealers, particularly A.H. Baldwin &: Sons, at 
that time. After the British Museum had made a photographic record of it, the collection was acquired by Baldwin’s 
and a listing made by Thomas Curtis, who shared some of his findings with students, including the late Margaret 
Grimshaw (1904-90), lecturer in Mathematics at Cambridge, bursar ofNewnham College and author of the trilogy 
of catalogues on the subject published between 1981 and 1989. 

Quite apart from its sheer breadth, the Watts collection, originally numbering some 1,500 pieces, is particularly 
noteworthy for its stunning quality. The majority of medals are in superb condition, a testament to the keen eye of 
its creator. DNW will be selling portions of the collection over the next few auctions and, in so doing, the cataloguer 
wishes to acknowledge the prior work and research undertaken by Daniel Fearon, much of which is incorporated

There were 45 acres of land with 8 acres reserved for the boys, several of whom were 
disabled in some way. The school’s brochure advertised its 'mild discipline' and the 'salubrity of the air'. Helstone was still listed as 
the proprietor in 1856.

In the autumn of 1777 22 gentlemen met in the city of Bath to form a society 'for the encouragement of ‘Agriculture, Manufactures, 
Commerce and the Fine Arts' in the counties of Somerset, Wiltshire, Gloucester, Dorset, and the city and county of Bristol. It was 
known simply as 'The Society' or the 'Bath Society'. In 1790, the title of the Society was altered to 'The Bath and West of England 
Society'. The enlarged motto hoc pretivm cive servato tvlit [He has obtained this prize for having saved the life of a citizen] was 
used by the Royal Humane Society. T.E.M. Marsh learned his engineering skills from Isambard Kingdom Brunei and is noted as 
earning £300 per annum while working for Brunei as an assistant engineer in 1849. 

Marsh published a report on the collapse of the the Widcombe Bridge, a wooden archway over the river Avon in Bath, which 
collapsed under the weight of a crowd rushing to see the Bath & West of England Agricultural Society’s centenary show on 6 June 
1877. Upwards of 100 people were thrown 40 feet into the river; there were some 12 fatalities and over 50 injured. Marsh’s single¬ 
span wrought iron replacement opened later the same year and was fully restored in 2013

In 1863 [1865 on the 
medal] Samuel Evans of Bath gave a medal for the best arithmetician; this medal was known formerly as the Bath Medal and the 
Welsh Medal, but subsequently as the Evans Medal. Alfred Cardew Dixon (1865-1936), mathemetician, was the son of the Revd 
George Thomas Dixon, the Wesleyan Minister of Northallerton. He was educated at the Quaker School in Kendal, then Kingswood, 
where he was considered a prodigy. The history of the school records: “It seems fitting at this point to put on record as 
extraordinary, a career of examinational success as ever fell to the lot of one candidate. 

In 1878, at the age of thirteen, A.C. Dixon essayed his first public examination, the Junior Oxford Local; he came out first in the first 
class. In 1879 he entered for the Senior Oxford; he came out first in the first class. In 1880 he attacked the Senior Cambridge; he was 
first in the first class. He then turned his attention to London; at the 1882 January Matriculation he was first in the highest (the 
honours) division. At Intermediate Arts in 1884 he secured the Mathematical Exhibition, at B.A. in 1886 the Mathematical 
Scholarship, at M.A. in 1887 the Mathematical Medal. Meanwhile, in 1883, he won the first open scholarship at Trinity College, 
Cambridge. In 1886 he entered for the Mathematical Tripos.” 

In 1901 Dixon was appointed to the chair of mathematics at Queen's College, Belfast, retiring in 1930. A devout Methodist, Dixon 
was active in the Philharmonic Orchestra. He was elected to the Royal Society in 1904 and served as president of the London 
Mathematical Society from 1931-3

His son, Rowland Hill 
(1795-1879), later Sir Rowland Hill of philatelic fame, moved the school to Edgbaston in 1819 and renamed it Hazelwood, where he 
introduced a revolutionary concept which appealed to the newly emerging professional class in Birmingham; a belief that kindness 
was a better form of control instead of caning. On hearing about this ethos, Jeremy Bentham, the philosopher, persuaded Hill to 
bring the school’s ideas to London. Bruce Castle in Tottenham opened in 1827 and Hill served as head master there for a number of 
years until 1839

Although the second medal does not relate 
to Jamaica, Joseph Sturge (1793-1859) spent much time there and published two books about the apprenticeship system, 
encouraging the early adoption of a full emancipation date. Founder of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society, Sturge also 
helped found the ‘Free Villages’ (Sturge Town taking his name), which provided living quarters for freed slaves

Warneford gave large sums to the building of Queen’s College and Queen’s Hospital, which he contemplated developing into a 
Church of England college for arts, medicine and theology. He was a governor of the Radcliffe Infirmary, which in 1812 appointed a 
committee to establish a lunatic asylum, opened in Headington, Oxford, in 1826. Over his lifetime Warneford donated in excess of 
£70,000 in money and property and a number of scholarships and awards still carry his name

formative years in Illinois, USA, but returned to the UK in 1824. He founded a brewery in Stratford-upon-Avon in 1832 and was the 
town’s mayor four times, the last of which coincided with the Shakespeare tercentenary in 1864. Retiring to London in 1873 he was 
known as ‘the horse’s friend’ and endeavoured to mitigate the sufferings of horses, caused by the use of improper harness, tight 
bearing-reins and gag-bits

Creation Autosportif Ltd was established in 2003 to compete in the Le Mans 24 Hour race, and other endurance events, at the 
highest level, LMP 1 (the Le Mans Prototype Class 1). At first using a modified proprietary carbon fibre and aluminium monocoque 
chassis built by Reynard and powered by a quad-cam 3.4-litre V10 engine from Zytek, the team progressed to its own chassis, the 
CA06, in 2006, utilising a hybrid 5-litre V10 engine from John Judd, and then to a new chassis, the CA07, in 2007, powered by a 
5.5-litre Judd engine. During the years 2005-7 Creation Autosportif was the only privateer team to compete in the top category 
against the might of the works Audi and Peugeot efforts. The company ceased trading in July 2015. 

In 2005 the driving partnership of Minassian, Campbell-Walter and Andy Wallace started 7th on the grid and was running in the 
top six when Campbell-Walter crashed, but managed to return to the pits where the damage was repaired and the car ultimately 
finished 14th; in 2006 Minassian and Campbell-Walter, with Beppe Gabbiani and Felipe Ortiz, started 9th on the grid but retired 
after 240 laps with engine failure; in 2007 Campbell-Walter and Ortiz, with Shinji Nakano, once again starting 9th on the grid, 
retired after 55 laps with overheating. 

Medals of this famous sporting event are much treasured by the drivers and seldom appear on the market. These examples were 
given to Ian Bickerton as a gift, as Mr Bickerton’s birthday often fell during race week, a small recompense for his hard work. The 
second 2007 medal in the group was the personal gift of Nicolas Minassian, who that year had competed for Peugeot in the race and 
started 7th on the grid, but the car was retired with engine trouble after more than 21 hours and 338 laps; Minassian has signed the

Philip Parry Price, later Myddelton, “a thin man, about 5 feet 10 inches high, with high cheek bones, of rather genteel appearance, 
has a little of the Yankee dialect” was an English entrepreneur and merchant living in Bloomsbury square, London, at the beginning 
of 1796. He had returned to England from Philadelphia, where he is recorded as being in practice as a medical doctor in 1794, the 
previous autumn following the death of a relative, adding the name Myddelton at that time. Over the winter of 1795-6 he advertised 
in the Reading Mercury, Staffordshire Advertiser, Derby Mercury and many other provincial English newspapers, claiming to own 
large tracts of land in Northern Kentucky bordering the Ohio river and promising a new life for settlers and artisans to emigrate 
thither. To give credence to his plan he instructed Matthew Boulton, with whom he had engaged in correspondence over the 
previous month, on 24 January 1796, to strike a coinage for him which included the legends British settlement Kentucky and 
payable by p.p.p. myddelton. Dies were executed (almost certainly by C.H. Kiichler) and the first silver pieces, thought to total 53 
specimens, delivered to Myddelton on 8 March 1796. He returned most of them as it would appear that Boulton misinterpreted his 
order, the demand being for a ton of copper which Myddelton wanted to take with him to America. Boulton struck a few bronzed- 
copper pieces, said to total 11 specimens in all, but Myddelton’s scheme had been attracting attention from the authorities who, on 4 
March 1796 and only days before he was due to set sail to Nantucket, saw fit to indict him with trying to entice talented English 
artisans to emigrate to the United States, violating a 1783 statute prohibiting such acts. Temporarily obtaining bail, Myddelton was 
back in Newgate prison by 6 April, pending trial, at which he was defended by Thomas Erskine, the attorney commemorated on a 
number of tokens and medals. Pleading not guilty, Myddelton was convicted on 9 June and sentenced by the Chief Justice, Sir 
James Mansfield, to a year in prison, at the end of which he was to pay a £500 fine. An appeal to Rufus King, the American Minister 
at the Court of St James, came to nothing; declared bankrupt in January 1797 and unable to pay the fine, Myddelton was kept in 
prison until November 1799 when the fine was paid. Subsequently styled as a doctor, Myddelton was appointed the principal 
medical superintendent at the Hanover Park mental asylum in Carlow. He took a lease on Carlow Castle from Hans Hamilton, MP 
for Dublin, but in modifying parts of the original Norman edifice by dynamiting part of the structure Myddelton only succeeded in 
destroying over half the building in 1814. In later life he is recorded as living in Bath in 1827. The few extant bright copper 
specimens were almost certainly struck for collectors some time shortly after 1796; one in a slightly lower state of preservation was 
in the Fairchild collection (Goldberg, May 2001, $18,975 including premium)

Conditions 

Conditions mainly concerning Buyers 

1 The buyer 

The highest bidder shall be the buyer at the ‘hammer price’ and any dispute 
shall be settled at the auctioneer’s absolute discretion. Every bidder shall 
be deemed to act as principal unless there is in force a written 
acknowledgement by Dix Noonan Webb that he acts as agent on behalf of 
a named principal. 

2 Minimum increment 

The auctioneer shall have the right to refuse any bid which does not exceed 
the previous bid by at least 5 percent or by such other proportion as the 
auctioneer shall in his absolute discretion direct. 

3 The premium 

The buyer shall pay to Dix Noonan Webb a premium on the ‘hammer price’ 
in accordance with the percentages set out in paragraph 4 above and agrees 
that Dix Noonan Webb, when acting as agent for the seller, may also

5 Payment 

Immediately a lot is sold the buyer shall: 

(a) give to Dix Noonan Webb his or her name and address and, if so 
requested, proof of identity; and 

(b) pay to Dix Noonan Webb the ‘total amount due’ in pounds sterling 
(unless credit terms have been agreed with Dix Noonan Webb before the 
auction). Please note that we will not accept cash payments in excess of

6 Dix Noonan Webb may, at its absolute discretion, agree credit terms with 
the buyer before an auction under which the buyer will be entitled to take 
possession of lots purchased up to an agreed amount in value in advance of 
payment by a determined future date of the ‘total amount due’. 

7 Any payments by a buyer to Dix Noonan Webb may be applied by Dix 
Noonan Webb towards any sums owing from that buyer to Dix Noonan 
Webb on any account whatever, without regard to any directions of the 
buyer, his or her agent, whether expressed or implied. 

8 Collection of purchases 

The ownership of the lot(s) purchased shall not pass to the buyer until he 
or she has made payment in full to Dix Noonan Webb of the ‘total amount 
due’ in pounds sterling. 

9 (a) The buyer shall at his or her own expense take away the lot(s) 
purchased not later than 5 working days after the day of the auction but 
(unless credit terms have been agreed in accordance with Condition 7) not 
before payment to Dix Noonan Webb of the ‘total amount due’. 

(b) The buyer shall be responsible for any removal, storage and insurance 
charges on any lot not taken away within 5 working days after the day of the 
auction. 

(c) The packing and handling of purchased lots by Dix Noonan Webb staff 
is undertaken solely as a courtesy to clients and, in the case of fragile 
articles, will be undertaken only at Dix Noonan Webb’s discretion. In no 
event will Dix Noonan Webb be liable for damage to glass or frames, 
regardless of the cause. 

10 Buyers’ responsibilities for lots purchased 

The buyer will be responsible for loss or damage to lots purchased from the 
time of collection or the expiry of 5 working days after the day of the 
auction, whichever is the sooner. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its 
servants or agents shall thereafter be responsible for any loss or damage of 
any kind, whether caused by negligence or otherwise, while any lot is in its 
custody or under its control. 

11 Remedies for non-payment or failure to collect purchase 

If any lot is not paid for in full and taken away in accordance with 
Conditions 6 and 10, or if there is any other breach of either of those 
Conditions, Dix Noonan Webb as agent of the seller shall, at its absolute 
discretion and without prejudice to any other rights it may have, be entitled 
to exercise one or more of the following rights and remedies: 

(a) to proceed against the buyer for damages for breach of contract. 

(b) to rescind the sale of that or any other lots sold to the defaulting buyer 
at the same or any other auction. 

(c) to re-sell the lot or cause it to be re-sold by public auction or private sale 
and the defaulting buyer shall pay to Dix Noonan Webb any resulting 
deficiency in the ‘total amount due’ (after deduction of any part payment 
and addition of re-sale costs) and any surplus shall belong to the seller. 

(d) to remove, store and insure the lot at the expense of the defaulting 
buyer and, in the case of storage, either at Dix Noonan Webb premises or 
elsewhere. 

(e) to charge interest at a rate not exceeding 2 percent per month on the 
‘total amount due’ to the extent it remains unpaid for more than 5 working 
days after the day of the auction. 

(f) to retain that or any other lot sold to the same buyer at the sale or any 
other auction and release it only after payment of the ‘total amount due’. 

(g) to reject or ignore any bids made by or on behalf of the defaulting buyer 
at any future auctions or obtaining a deposit before accepting any bids in 
future. 

(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter 
becoming due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the ‘total 
amount due’ and to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer 
which is in Dix Noonan Webb’s possession for any purpose. 

12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in 


catalogues are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves 
prior to the sale as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely 
on their own judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. 
Subject to the obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this 
Condition, none of the seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is 
responsible for errors of descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity 
of any lot. No warranty whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants 
or agents, or any seller to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or 
implied conditions or warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a ‘deliberate forgery’ may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 
which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
‘deliberate forgery’ and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be 
set aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, 
provided that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the 
catalogue that the lot was a ‘deliberate forgery’ was by means of scientific 
processes not generally accepted for use until after publication of the 
catalogue or a process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer’s claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount 
paid in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage 
suffered or expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which may not exceed the minimum estimate figure, being 
the minimum ‘hammer price’ at which that lot may be treated as sold. A 
reserve once placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent 
of Dix Noonan Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 
‘hammer price’ below the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to 
which the seller is entitled shall be the same as they would have been had 
the sale been at the reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the 
auctioneer may bid on behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 
‘stated rate’ and ‘expenses’ from the ‘hammer price’ and acknowledges Dix 
Noonan Webb’s right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

16 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

17 Payment of sale proceeds 


Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
‘total amount due’ is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the ‘total amount due’ within 
3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify the 
seller and take the seller’s instructions as to the appropriate course of action 
and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb’s opinion is practicable, will assist the 
seller to recover the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer. If circumstances do 
not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller’s expense to agree special terms 
for payment of the ‘total amount due’, to remove, store and insure the lot 
sold, to settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix 
Noonan Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as 
are necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary 
to rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
‘total amount due’ within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb’s then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European 
Union, and ‘expenses’ incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the ‘stated rates’ calculated on the ‘bought-in price’ and in addition 
‘expenses’ in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible 
for any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as 
to such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance 
at the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse 
admission to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to 
withdraw any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for 


auction again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants 
and agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective 
bidder or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given 
shall be deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after 
posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 
connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and 
all other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction 
of the English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) ‘deliberate forgery’ means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) ‘sale proceeds’ means the net amount due to the seller being the ‘hammer 
price’ of the lot sold less commission at the ‘stated rates’ and ‘expenses’ and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising;
